The greatest myth of modern 
capitalism is that it offers as 
freedom of choice. Go into a 
supermarket and there's an 
endless variety of every 
conceivable product. You can 
choose between Coca Cola, 7 Up, 
Tango, Fanfca, Sprite, (all with 
sugar-free, caffeine-free 
varieties) but, surprise, 
surprise, they're all made by 
the same company. 

It's the same with most 
things - a small number of 
large companies control most of 
the market with many different 
brand names. Freedom of choice, 
eh? More like the choice 
between what multinationals 
decide to ffer us. It gives us 
the false impression of freedom 
so that we can feel we're 
making real decisions in our 
lives. 

And it's the same with party 
politics and elections: 

"Freedom is the choice between 
three different brands of the • 
same oppression." (ehumbawamba) 


In underdeveloped countries, 
the effects are more insidious. 
The 'necessary expansion' of 
western capitalism is always on 
the look out for new markets to 
exploit. Local producers of 
food and other goods are put 
out of business by multination¬ 
als who push the message 
’"West is Best.” 

I've read of desperatiy poor 
people spending all their money 
on Coca Cola, and peasant 
children dying because, their 
parents thought that a diet of 
biscuits alone would suffice. 

Nestle's promotion of dried 
baby milk in poor countries 
provoked an outcry: mothers 
were being encouraged that 
breast milk was 'inferior' and 
not up to the standards of the 
west. Free samples were given 
out, and as their breasts dried 
up in only a few days,, they 
were hooked. This led to many 
deaths because of the problems 
of sterilisation, and watering 
it down too much to make it 
last - it was a continual drain

consumer boycotts stopped the 
worst of their overt 
advertising- Lpparantly, they 
are now at it again though, and 
a new campaign has been 
launched against them.

The first anarchist article 
I read was brilliant ~ 
something that made sense and 
fitted in with what I 
believed. Since then, I've 
come to realise there's a lot 
of rubbish floating about the 
'anarchist movement/ - 
confusing *fce issues*and 
providing a screen for people 
to be 'right on' whilst doing 
nothing.*. 

The anarchism I agree with 
most is anarcho-syndicalism 
('syndicalism' meaning 
revolutionary unionism). This 
has nothing to do with 
'worshiping the past'. Anarcho 
syndicalism, to me, is 
organised anarchism, ; 
libertarian socialism. Rather 
than sit back and wait for 
'the revolution" or retreat 
into, safe anarchist, ghettos, 
v anarcho-syndicalism was born 
when anarchists got their 
hands dirty in the day to day 
class war - as agitators, 
educators and organisers. 
Anarchism becomes relevant to 
ord .nary people. 

We may have lots of funny 
ideas in our heads, but when 


faced with harsh reality those 
ideas either work or they 
don't.- I'm saying this because 
I think there's a lot of 
confusion within the anarchist 
movement over just whay 
anarchism is all about, even 
over basic issues. Here, are a 
few of them, and m:r own 
opinions:. 

¥OXiHG 

Anarchists are against the 
elected dictatorship of 
parliament and the whole 
electoral merry-go-round. We 
are for grassroots democracy, 
with people directly 
participating in running their 
own communities and 
workplaces. Having said that, 
some anarchists take this 
further and believe anarchists 
should never vote, even within 
anarchist organisations (or 
presumably , even to go on 
strike). I think this is 
stupid. Ideally, everything 
should be discussed and a 
consensus reached, but often 
this isn't possible. 

Once everyone's had their 
say,- everybody knows the 
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issues and can make their 
mk.As up.. If the majority 
> anto to do one thing, and 
even one person disagrees,,, 
•consensus idols. The. only 
alternative to. a dictatorship 
of a mirnu ity, and doing 
nothing, i think-, is to vote. 

c if everyone doesn't, speak 
- which can happen ~ then 
"consensus' is a lie. A show 
of hands/vote may be the only 
way of seeing what people 
chink. Voting does .not mean 
people turn'up to a meeting, 
vote then £**k off. If you 
vote for something, you see it 
gats done-. If you were in the 
minority, you may or may not 
get involved in carrying out 
the decision. In the end it 
comes down to common sense and 
everyone acting 
adults> eg. how important is 
it that people stick together? 

Voting as such is not anti- 
anarchist, and certainly not. 
anti-anarcho-syndicali3t.

Real 
change will never occur on the 
say so, of smiling judges, top 
cops, or multinational 
murderers. A free society will 
only be built on the ruins of 
class society and the laws 
that protect it. 

Again, some anarchists take 
• this further; "Anarchy means 
no rules*' - giving the 
impression that anarchists 
want some.kind of free for 
all* where the strongest win 
and the weakest go to the 
wall.(A kind of capitalist 
. utopia.) All . societies 
organisations have rules of 
one' kind or another. Host are 
probably unwritten ~ people do 
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things out of habit or custom, 
or because of what they 
believe is right or wrong. And 
without such unwritten rules, 
the written ones doh't work so 
well. Eg, without the 
habit/belief/practice of 
participation, even the most 
libertarian organisation can 
end up being run by a few. And 
without the 

habit/belief/practice of 
obedience, authoritarian 
organisations fall apart or 
have to be imposed violently. 

To work well, written and 
unwritten rules have to mesh 
together. Obviously on a small 
scale ~ friends, affinity 
groups, etc. - constitutions 
aren't needed. People know and 
trust each other on a personal 
level, and for some 
activities, thi3 kind of set¬ 
up is best. But on a larger 
scale it doesn't work. 

If we're serious about a 
free society, it'll mean 
organisation within and 
between different communities 
and industries - locally, 
regionally, nationally and 
internationally. If there a 
not to be chaos, there needs 
to be a more formal structure, 
where people know where they 
stand,' how to go about 
recalling delegates, etc. 

Again, this is where I 
agree with anarcho- 
syndicalism* There '3 nothing 
wrong with Aims and Principles 
setting out what's what, or 
Union/club rule books - with 


rules made by the members. 
Rules made by the base are OK 
with me. 

ILJLAJ>imS 

Anarchists are against 
rulers (which is what 
'anarchy' means), class 
society and domination in 
general. A 3 3uch, we're 
against 'vanguard politics' - 
the belief in a separate clas3 
or group of leaders (the 
vanguard) who are destined to 
'lead the masses'. People 
aren't Party fodder to be 
called up to fight, applaud, 
roll over and beg - all on 
order. No-one is fit to rule 
another. All of us (near 
enough) are capable of taking 
control of our own lives. 

Beacause we don't believe 
in worshipping leaders doesn't 
mean vs believe in sitting 
back and waiting for miracles 
to happen. We know, or should 
know, what we believe in, and 
should be prepared to act- 
There'a a story of how some 
'wobblies' (American 
syndicalists) were stopped by 
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the cops and asked "who's your 
leader?" - "We're all leaders’*, 
they replied. That's how it 
should he - everyone prepared 
to give a lead where possible, 
no-one a passive sheep. 

Without a strong base in 
the community, and without 
people taking,action 
themaelvea, no revolution will 
get anywhere. 

SCIENCE 

Host anarchists take a 
balanced view of science and 
technology ~ neither rejecting 
things out of hand, nor being 
blinded by visions of ’ 
'progress'. 

Science isn't neutral. Who 
pays the piper calls the tune, 
and much mult inational/state 
research does little more than 
shore up ruling class power. 
With the world teetering on 
the edge of nuclear and 
environmental disaster, it's* 
obvious the direction science 
is going in, needs to be 
changed. 

We need an ecological 
science geared to meeting 
human and environmental needs. 
Such a change in science is 
unlikely without a radical 
change in society. For 
instance, mo3t of todays jobs 
ore useless - producing 
overpackaged rubbish designed 
to be thrown away within a 
year, or playing about with 



"information' on computers 
(information for who?). 
Technology could easily be 
used to cut the working week 
drastically, make the 
remaining work as pleasant as 
possible, and eliminate 
pollution. But this won't 
happen by itself. 

FTMAOW 

Anarchism is not a game. 
It's a movement based on class 
struggle, against class 
society, for the liberation of 
all humanity. It's nothing to 
do with tolerating the 
intolerable because "anything 
goes', or anything to do with' 
the way you dress. It is not a 
pose or a 'phase' to be grown 
out of.It is not liberalism 
spelt with an 'a'. 

Anarchism is a movement 
that aims to change the world. 
The future we face is gri’s. 
Without radical change it'll 
get a lot worse, and without 
struggle that change will 
remain a dream.

DON’T MAKE ME LAUGH.

As Lenny Henry said after 
visiting Ethiopia this year, 
the sole aim of Comic Relief 
is to raise as much'money as 
possible- A laugh, & giggle, 
and a donation - no questions 
asked. Which is exactly what 
happens. 

For example, no questions 
.are asked.about some of the 
big companies involved in 
Comic Relief. The facts that 
BP made the red noses, or that 
PG Tips ran a massive .Comic 
Relief poster campaign, 
distracts os from asking any 
questions about their 
activities in the Third World/ 

Mu 11inationa1 Companies 
like Unilever (who own PG 
Tii : ), McDonalds, Coca' Co-la 
etc,' ; own huge- areas of land in 
poor countries.. Land which has 
been taken from the peasants 
who grew food for local . 
consumption Deprived of a 
means to survival, the 
peasants are forced to work 


for the companies in appauling 
conditions and for starvation 
wage3. 

The worst examples are 
luxury c*,sh crops - tea, 
coffee, cotton, sugar etc, 
which don't even provide 
nutrition, and yet they are 
grown on the best land, in the 
1984/5 Ethiopian famine, 
coffee.was being exported to 
the west while .Millions 
starved to death.

Ibe popularity of anti— 
racism aa a political issue, as 
shown by the huge "Free 
Handela" concert for example, 
seeme to overshadow the 
comparatively small amount of 
anti-fascist activity. 

While many people are 
rightly angry about the 
atrocities of apartheid in 
oonth Africa, the fact that 
there are active fascists in 
our own communities is 
overlooked or even ignored. In 
many areas fascists sell their 
racist papers at football 
matches or in town centres. Not 
t.o mention plastering the place 
with their prettily designed 
stickers whose 'liberal' 
slogans ('Peace through repat¬ 
riation"; "Separate the races") 
hide the violence and racial 
hatred behind fascist ideals, 
and the reality of their 
attacks on black and Asian 
people. 

Of course, facaism is more 
-nan just an extreme right 
stance, incorporating both 
sexism and homophobia. Here's 
what the nazi youth group 
Blood and Honour" have to say 
about a future nazi Britain: 

for a start, there wouldn't 
be any black people here, 
lesbians and gays would 
crawl back into the sordid 
loles they crawled out of_“ 


As documented in Search¬ 
lights "From Ballots to Bomba" 
(see review section), fascist 
groups in Britain have recently 
changed tactics. They have 
largely shifted from any 
pretence of being a political 
party towards increasingly 
terrorist politics. The number 
of racial attacks reported is 
now 70,000 a year. The active 
fascists do not even have to 
carry out all these attacks 
themselves - merely their 
presence in an area acts as 
provocation to anyone with a 
chip on their shoulder. 



Obviously even a small 
fascist presence is no joke and 
it's never too early to attack 
fascism at it's roots. For any 
long-term eradication of 
fascism, the ignorance, fear 
and misinformation which lies 
at it's heart needs to be 
countered and shown up for the 
bigoted crap that it is. In the 












short term, any fascist 


activity on our streets needs 
■ ;j be confronted to prevent 
-hem. gaining confidence while 
terrorising innocent people.

It seems that anti- fascists 
turning up in large enough (<f 
numbers is remarkably effective 
at screwing up any fascist 
plans. If we can combine ait 
active and mobile anti-fascist 
presence with effective anti¬ 
fascist propaganda then there's 
no doubt we can defeat fascism 
for good. But there's no room 
for complacency*

One of the basic laws of 
capitalist economics is to 
maximise the amount of goods 
you can sell to a consumer. 

.tne fact that some of - these 
goods may be less harmful to 
the environment than others 
isn't the issue. In a truly 
sustainable and safe world 
consumption needs to be 
minimised, which goes totally 
against the grain of 
capitalism (including 'green 
capitalism' whatever that may 
be).

If the 
bosses of multinational 
companies stopped to consider 
the consequences of their 
actions on the people, animals 
and earth they exploit, how 
could they not break down and 
cry? If arm3 dealing, 
governments had consciences 
wouldn't they pack it in as a 
bad job and go off and paint 
pictures or write poems 
instead? 

It may seem hard to 
understand the destructive and 
hurtful act3 of many men, but 
maybe it shouldn't be so 
surprising because 
indoctrination from birth is a 
very powerful thing. What 
pleasure do blokes get from 
fighting each other, or from 
raping or harraasing a woman? 
Surely none at all. It's all 
pretence and show, we're not 
meant to be open and honest - 
about our feelings or let our 
emotions show, or even feel 
pain. We're tough and hard and 
serious . 


Not only i3 this bad for 
women, treated as objects and 
possessions, it damages us 
too.

The ilums of Lima, Sao 
Paulo, or the other great 
cities of Latin America may 
seem a long way from.your high 
street bank. But there is a °* 
direct link - one which ties 
‘-he policies of the four 
biggest banks in the UK 
(Lloyds, Barclays, Midland and 
hat West) tc the fate of the 
Poor of an entire continent. 

150 million Latin Americans 
* iv& xrj absolute poverty. 
Preventable diseases, such as 
influenza, diarrhoea and heart 
aliments cause 40% of deaths in 
Biddle aged women. 300,000 
Brazil Han children die of 
malnutrition every year, and a 
haii of all Bolivian children 
are malnourished. Over half the 
Peruvian workforce are under¬ 
employed. 


Poverty has existed in Latin 
America for many years, but 
since 1982, the living 
s uandards of the poor have 
fallen dramatically - by up to 
50% ln cases. The single 
major cause of this drastic 
decline has been the struggle 
to pay debts owed to bankf^i 
western governments. Interest 
payments to oanks averaging 
, billion a year help the 
oanks to make massive profits. 


the 


In the 1970's recession, 
worlds leading banks were 
overeager to lend money to 
underdeveloped countries - tc 
i<eep profits .healthy'. The 
-•ending was profitable, but 
€U3 ° rec hleas and uncontrolled. 


Most of the money simply 
made rich powerful elites even 
r^vher, or paid the interest on 
previous debts. Large wasteful 
projects , like the Brazillian 
dams only benefitted large 
companies and corrupt 
officials. The banks did little 
■tc ensure the loans were well 
used, and hardly any benefit 
reached the poorest people.

All across Latin America), 
millions of people are 
campaigning against the burden 
of the debt, through unions, 
women's organisations, churches 
and peasant associations. The 
recent 'IMF riots' in Venezuela 
demonstrate the popular 
resistance to harsh austerity 
programmes which make basic 
food unaffordable. 

The transfer of wealth from 
Latin America must be ended - 
interest payments on the debts 
must be drastically reduced. In 
Britain and other western 
countries, the major banks must 
be forced to take 
responsibility for the bad 
loans they have made, and the 
suffering they have caused. 

The best solution would be 
if the banks totally wrote off 
the debts. Often as much as 30% 
of a debtor countries export 
£063 to t'op&y t}io 
debt- By releasing this money, 
great improvements could be 


made in the living standards 2 ?| 
and opportunities of the poor. 
Such measures would hit the 
banks and their shareholdres, 
but it is better that profits 
suffer than people. 

There are many way 3 we can 
let the banks know what we 
think of their murderous 
activities - if you want to 
stay legal about it, War on 
Want have produced four 
leaflets about it, which look 
deceptively like the four main 
bank's leaflets. Flyposting and 
leafletting outside the banks 
is a good way to attract public 
attention to the problem.
